BERLIN DEFENDS ACT

GERMAN GOVERNMENT SAYS EXE.
CUTION OF NURSE WAS
JUSTIFIED.

GAVE AID TO THE ENEMY

Etatement Declares That Governor
General of Belgium Warned Against
Practice—Asserts France Slew Two
German Women,

Amsterdam, Oct. 26, vin London.—
The following inspired telegram re-
celved from Berlin by way of Brus
sols, dealing <wvith the excoution of
Mies Cavell, was publighed here op
Sunday: ‘

“As the forelgn press I8 discussing
in an incorrect and exaggerated man-
ner the execution of the English wom-
an, Hdith @avell, for treason, the eir-

cumstances in the case, according to
the facts, may ngain bo stated.

“It was proved after a long trial of
the senténced person: that they for |
some monthd past had been engaged
in nssfeting Belgians of military age
to eniist in lostile armies and in en-
gbling French and English deserters
to escape the country. They had many
helpera and had organized branches,

“The governor general had repeat:
adly issued warnings against such ace
tivity, pointing out that gevere punish-
ment for such action was unavoldable.

“The gullty persons were sentenced
in a public sitting, according to the
law based on the provisions of the im-
perial penal code and the military
penal code for war treason and es
plonage.

"“No speclal law exists for Belgium
and no so-called ‘usage of war' influ-
enced the verdict of the court.

“The accused, for the most part, ad-
mitted their guilt, and acknowledged
they were aware of the severe penal-
ties they were risking.

“Migs Cavell was the principal agent
in the plot to enlist Belgians for the
allies. With regard to the assertion
that she in the course of her profea-
alon unselfighly tended other persona,
it may be pointed out that she earned
a8 living by nursing, charging fees
within the means of rich people only.

“Women also have been executed,
in France, as was instanced in March
last, when the German woman, Mar-
garete Schmlidt, was executed at Nan-
cy, and in May at Bourges, when the
German, Optilie Moss. was put to
death,.

“The English government may re-
member the cruelties committed by
Lord Kitchener during the Boer war
on women and children.

“Our present enemles do not need
to protect thelr armies ngainst a pop-
nlation and a hostile oceupled coun-
try, nor are they under the necessity
of pronouncing or executing such sen-
tences, for they have occupled so little
hostl!n territory.”

The modern man
who plang a comfortable residence
himself designs the kind of porch he
deems sultable to his comfort and
dignity and when that iz done gives
secondary thought to the rest of the
house. The porch must be big enough
to entertain on, big enough to eat
on in seasonable weather; it must
be screened for protection against in-
soct pests. If one wishes for comfort
de luxe he may give hia poreh a fire
place and defy cool evenings to drive
him inside.

The sleeping porch, too, has edged
its way Into our soclal consclonsness
in these latter days. It also is u blg
part of the house, Doctors prescribe
and children ery for it.

Statistics indicate a general lower-
ing death rate among Americans, rural
and urban. One wonders whether the
wdvant of the a%aattous porch hes
hiad an apprecinble fufluence in briog:
ing about this result. The gospel of
fresh nir owes some acknowledgment
to this part of the house which lures
men, womean and children out of stufly
rooms ond fills thefr lungs with fresh
alr. Theo porch knows no soclal caste;
it is not a rich man's privilege alone.
The humblest home may possess it
and, in fact, usually does. More power
to it
